G ettysburg and Adams county to ­ 
day received the tail end lash of a 
severe cold wave w hich blew' Into 
the middle west, Tuesday, causing 
untold Inconvenience, suffering and 
death in Chicago and elsewhere. 
W hile G ettysburg felt the effects 
of sleet, rain and freezing tem pera­ 
tures today, in the South M ountain*, 
west of here, snow ranging from a 
quarter-inch to two inches fell T he 
falling 
tem peratures 
followed 
a 
downpour of rain, lashed alm ost to 
gulp proportions 
Tuesday evening. 
R eports from Adams county's fruit 
belt today were to the effect th a t 
the freezing w eather would not have 
an effect on peaches or apples. T he 
high 
wind, accom panied by su n ­ 
shine. helped to dry the m oisture 
on the peach trees, and practically 
elim inated danger of loss on this 
■ score.

The present cold wave is expected 
j to continue for another 24 hours, 
at least, according to the W ashing­ 
ton w eather forecast, probably ac­ 
companied by rain or snow tonight 
or Thursday m orning.

Famous Arctic Flier Laid To 
Rest Reside His Mother In 
Hatton, North Dakota^, 


Hatton, N. D., March 36 (APL— 
North Dakota 
turned

every-day affairs today to pay 
tribute to Carl ©en I Nelson, who 
had flown across the top «>f the 
world and amid Arctic wastes be­ 
fore he fell to his death last No­ 
vember in Northern Siberia. 
Dignitaries 
of the 
state, the 
towns folk who knew him before 
the lure of the air took him to 
far-off places and those who res­ 
cued his body from the relentless 
North mourned at the grave in a 
little cemetery where the flier was 
laid to rest beside his mother. 
The 
entire 
state 
observed 
a 
mourning period (luring the fu­ 
neral. 
It was the first time in the 
history of North Dakota th at a 
private ctiizen who had never held 
high office received such honor. 
The famous son of North D a­ 
kota was brought home yester­ 
day by his father, Ole Eielson, and 
a delegation of Canadian aviators 
who aided in reclaiming the body 
from the Siberian wastes. 


Perpetuation of the memory of 
another Pennsylvanian in the na- 
' tional capital is planned through 
the erection of a .statue to Albert 
Gallatin, on the steps of the treas­ 
ury‘building. Three years ago, Gov­ 
ernor Fisher and President Coolidge 
unveiled the statue of Gen. George 
Cordon Meade, commander of the 
federal forces at the Battle of G et- 
i tysburg. 
Under the leadership of eminent 
W ashingtonians, a drive has been 
launched to raise sufficient funds 
i with which to execute a work of 
artistic commemoration for Gallatin. 
J. E. Fraser, who wrought the statue 
■ of Alexander Hamilton, has been 
engaged to do the Gallatin monu­ 
ment. 
Gallatin was born in Switzerland. 
January 29, 1761, and came to the 


1 United States toward the end of the 


1 Revolutionary war. 
He soon allied 


J himself with the liberal political ele­ 
ments which later became identified 
I as the Democratic party under the 
leadership of Thomas Jefferson. He 
. had a longer service record as secre- 
| tary of the treasury than any suc- 
j cessor, the nearest approach being 
j the present secretary, Andrew W 
Mellon, also a Pennsylvanian.
